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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Paper filed 13 May 2004. Claims 1-12 have been 
canceled. Claims 13-21 are under examination. 

2. All objections and/or rejections are withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
directed to a method of treating chronic renal insufficiency using the anti-coagulent PEG - 
Hirudin with the the combination of the method steps for an extracorporeal phase and an 
intracorporeal phase. Hemodialysis (an extracorporeal procedure) and peritoneal dialysis (an 
intracorporeal procedure) are known and taught as the alternative therapies to treat end stage 
renal disease (ESRD) patients, for example (see US Patent 6,492,336). However, a method for 
administering to a patient undergoing treatment for chronic renal insufficiency with PEG-hirudin 
as the anticoagulant by combining repeated cycles of an extracorporeal phase and an 
intracorporeal is not taught by the prior art. A standard search did not produce any prior art that 
suggests or teaches the claimed invention. Thus, the claimed invention is novel and nonobvious 
over the prior art.
